Empirical = The station’s works are always based on reliable evidences, 
proofs, or data, quantitative as well as qualitative. 

= The station’s works, therefore, will play a significant roles in 
facilitating well-informed public debates. 

= The station’s works, in some parts, are directed to the efforts 
of database building. 

Applicative = The station’s works are intended to have usefulness for 
public understanding as well as further studies. 

= The station’s works are also oriented to have effectiveness 
for further intervention towards its mission. 

Educational = The station’s works are systematically structured for 
educational purposes. 

= The station’s works are disseminated to the public, in 
outreach as wide audiences as possible, national and 
international. 

Multi-Lingual = Inso doing, the station’s works are presented not in 

Indonesian language merely, but in internationally recognized 

languages optionally (UN System: Arabic, Chinese, English, 

French, Russian & Spanish). 

Digital = All processes as well as results of the station’s works are 

documented and published in digital platforms as possible 

since we are living in a digital era.
